Th© nessndaSi, ‘^'oung students who had rece?*9’e<l some rudimentary military 
traintnf; under the Japenese system of Ilelho groups played a largo rsart 
in th© lievoiutxon and the general struggle against the colonial reglrtio^, 
Eventually they formed the Tentera k%sional Indonesi^a (ITJI). Ihe gs^eat 
handicap of thts r^emudas is their lack of education end experience* 

Although they are ohyaically feared, they are not respected by the 
tradionaliat Balinese. The p©mi3das have to look to Java and the APRl 
for support as veil as for educat ional opportunities. In common with 
other areas of Indonesia, Bali now claims to have thousaxids of pemudas.. 
Although the Dutch used brutal methods against the pemudas in 1946, the 
fact remains that ^tyv ttiree years th© island was controlled by a thousand 
police who had no active supnort from the mTjy. 

Th® Indonesian army Is a young eray at the begimiing of its history and 
organization. It is lacking in discipline and Is often involved in 
politics. Bali was a peaceful island until the APRI arrived, klion 
Dtrnpasar became filled with mllitanr police, armed troops, sentries 
^^arrying Stoo guns^. and fast driving trucics and jeeps the Balinese were 
tmhappy and :frightened ly these Javanese invaders who had descended on 
them.

When the sltbj arrived In T!iid«-Jaly shootings and murders began. Stan guns 
and automtic weapons were used. Balinese, Chinese and Eurasians who had 
don© espionage work for the Dutch or hr^d been involved in the death of 
pemudas 'n 1946 were victims. Seme entirely innocent persons were killledc 
In all about 95 murders were committed, mostly in and around Singaradja 
OB the north coast. So far there has, been m antl-^hite feeling, but in 
D^npasar there is the beginning of this, because the people are afraid and 
beseause of the attitiade of the array. The loesal government and the police 
are powerless to ac+ beec^use th® amy has forbidden them to do so. ' ’Fhe 
situation is further cornplicated by the fact that thei*e are still aiaong 
the ^police parsons who formerly did espionage work for the Dutch and persons 
who were in voiced in the action against the pemudas.
